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INTRODUCTION 


We  are  pleased  to  present  production  and  sales  data  for  the  fiscal  period  April  1 , 
1993  to  March  31,  1994.  This  information  was  previously  included  in  the  Alberta  Dairy 
Control  Board’s  Annual  Report  and  will  now  be  published  separately. 

The  dairy  industry  continues  to  change  in  response  to  factors  such  as  the  economy 
and  trade  negotiations.  Some  processing  plants  have  consolidated  their  operations,  thus 
the  slight  reduction  in  processors  and  distributors  from  the  previous  year. 

Although  the  number  of  milk  producers  has  steadily  declined  to  just  over  1,200, 
the  average  daily  shipment  per  producer  has  increased  slightly.  There  has  been  a more 
dramatic  decline  in  cream  shippers  from  208  in  1992-93  to  only  141  as  of  March  31, 
1994.  Corresponding  cream  production  has  decreased  by  over  50  percent  from  the 
previous  year. 

It  was  gratifying  to  see  a market  upswing  in  domestic  consumption  of  butterfat 
after  several  years  of  declining  markets.  Provincially,  cream  consumption  increased  by 
2.27  percent,  while  consumption  of  fluid  milk  declined  by  2.74  percent.  Sales  of  1 %, 
and  chocolate  milk  continue  to  increase  at  the  expense  of  homo,  2%  and  buttermilk. 
Consumer  preference  in  packaging  has  changed  as  well.  The  percentage  of  milk  sold  in 
2 litre  pure  pak  has  declined  to  46  percent  and  4 litre  plastic  jugs  increased  from  20 
percent  to  30  percent  during  1993-94. 

Approximately  half  of  the  qualifying  milk  is  used  for  Class  I purposes,  one  quarter 
is  used  for  Class  IIIC  (evaporated  milk,  condensed  milk,  butter  and  skim  milk  powder), 
and  the  remainder  is  used  in  the  production  of  cheddar  cheese,  specialty  cheese,  ice 
cream,  sour  cream  and  other  dairy  products. 


During  the  1993-94  dairy  year,  producers  transferred  9 percent  of  the  provincial 


market  share  quota  and  5 percent  of  the  fluid  quota,  either  privately  or  through  the 
Board-operated  quota  exchange.  Quota  transfer  policies  are  reviewed  annually  and 
transfer  data  are  monitored  regularly  to  ensure  that  all  producers  have  the  opportunity  to 
manage  their  quota  needs. 

We  are  very  interested  in  your  reaction  to  the  format  and  contents  of  the  Alberta 
Dairy  Control  Board  Production  and  Sales  Report.  We  would  appreciate  your  comments 
and  response  to  the  publication.
